terday. It was proven on the examination 
that Morrison and Lee, on the night previous 
to the robbery, stopped at lirowu's ranch, 
nine miles south of Reno — getting supper 
and feeding their horses. On the same even- 
ing, between ten and eleven o'clock, Kin- 
uaiil, hearing some noise about his promises, 
walked from hi.s house iu a southerly direc- 
tion, to the head of the flume, aud found 
Morrison and Lee there. Ou asking them 
what they were doing there, Morrison re- 
plied with an oath that it was none of

While the passen- 
gers were made to disgorge their valuables, 
Lee relieved his mind as follows, addressing 
his remarks to the passengers : "You seem 
to think you will come it over us a.s you did 
over Ueaver and Bedford, Hoberts (referring 
to a previous attempt at robbing the Susan- 
ville stage), but I will shoot the head oil' 
every oue of you lirst.''
